Ness-Cohn et al. (US 5428823) disclose, increased information availability to 
communication units. 

Kumar et al. (US 6418148) disclose, bursts of additional bandwidth (e.g., one or more 
supplemental channels or a channel having variable bandwidth) is assigned to users (e.g., high- 
speed data users) in a cellular telecommunication system. 

H'mimy et al. (US 6442151) disclose a method of assigning a channel to a service in a wireless 

communications network based on interferences levels and channel quality. 

Ho et al. (US 6314292) disclose, methods and systems for reducing the average time required 

for call setup in such systems.
